Be it enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of Iowa, That the Supreme Court shall
appoint a person who is not a Judge thereof, of known
integrity and learning in the law, reporter of the decis-

the term of four years from and after his appointment,
and until his successor is duly appointed amf qualified,

petency or misconduct in office.

Bond. Seo. 2. The reporter shall give bond to the State,
with at least two sufficient sureties, to be approved by
the Governor, in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars
conditioned for the faithful performance of his official
duties, and he shall further take and subscribe an oath
or affirmation that he will perform his official duties

tary of State.

volume as soon as published, upon presentation by the
reporter of a certificate signed by a majority of the
Judges of the Supreme Court, showing that the volume
is prepared and published in compliance with the pro-
visions of this Act.

‘When the copies thus subscribed for, or any portion Receipt for.
thereof, are delivered to the Secretary of State, he shall ,
execute his receipt therefor, and upon presentation of
the same to the Auditor of State, he shall draw his
warrant upon the Treasurer, payable to the reporter, or pyy,
sach persons as he may order, in payment for the same
at the rate of five dollars per volume. It shall not be
lawful for the reporter to sell or dispose of any volume
of reports before the same has been apgroved by 8, el of
majority of the Judges of the Supreme Court in the soiame.
